London, Aug. 14—Michael Husher,
who has just fulfilled his span of three
seore years and ten, has been sontenced
to death at Wexford for the murder of
Michael Connors and wife on evidence

On March 13 the neighbors, noticing
that mothing hal been seen of Con
nors and his wife for several days,
broke open the door and found them
dead in the kitchen.
